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Sales Tax for 


Post-War Project/#! 


Here Discussed 


As the result of San Bernar- 
dino’s eperience in creating funds 
for post-war construction projects, 
Mayor W. C. Seccombe of the 
county sedt city recommended 
that Upland consider a_ similar 
program. He spoke at the meet- 
ing of the Upland Lions club in 
the Upland Woman’s club house 
at noon yesterday. 

After residents of San Bernar- 
dino had been advised of the needs 
of the community, an amusement 
tax and @ sales tax were ‘put into 
effect to obtain funds for future 
use, the mayor explained. The 
amusement tax of 3 cents for each 
ticket was voted by the people 
and the 1 per cent cales tax was 
adopted by the San Bernardino 
city council. 

More than a million dollars are 
scheduled to be expended on proj- 
ects by the city in addition to 
many other improvements for 
which the city, county, state and 
federal governments will share 
the cost, according to the official. 
He was introduced by Sam D. 
Barker, program chairman. Pres- 
ident Everett W. Henry presided. 

The merchants there have also 
agreed to double the annual fee in 
paying their 1945 business license. 
he said. 

Mayor Seccombe stressed the 
importance of selling the commun- 
ity on “the need for: improve- 


‘ ments,” and he cited this as the 


first factor in suggesting a post- 
‘war program. When the people 
realize the need, approval will 
then be given for acceptance of a 
gales tax, he said, pointing out 
that the San Bernardino city coun. 
cil invoked the sales tax by ordi- 
nance without opposition. 

He reported considerable opposi- 
tion among the theaters in pas- 
sage of the amusement tax but 
the voters gave this proposal a 
“comfortable margin,” he said. 

The speaker reported consider- 
able interest in San Berndardino’s 
experience by cities throughout 
the nation. He said Ontario was 
considering a similar plan and he 
suggested Upland officials give it 
serious consideration.

Gardiner W. Spring, president 
of Chaffey college and superintend- 
ent of Chaffey schools, said the 
campus can provide maximum en- 
rollment of 4,000 students. The 
high school can accommodate 
2,850 on the campus and the col- 
lege 1,650. 

in the immediate post-war per- 
iod the school directors are pian- 
ning an “L” shaped home econom- 
ics and arts building and a student 
ics and arts building and a student 
union building and expect to em- 
ploy an architect to have pre- 
fiminary plas drafted before 
July 1. 

Mur. Spring said the high school 
is growing rapidly and should 
reach a registration of 2,350 pu- 
pils witihn five years. 

At that time, he said, a sen- 
ior high school building should be 
built at Fontana to reduce the 
number of students on the Chaf- 
fey campus. 

Within 10 years the college, too, 
should reach its maximum popula- 
tion of 1,650. At that time a “U” 
or “H’ shaped administration 
building should be constructed on 
the north side of Fifth avenue at! 
Euclid avenue. It would house 
the comptrollér’s office, the busi- 
ness department, all commercial 
classes and a study hall or branch 
library. 

Thereafter, junior high schools 
could be built or enlarged in dis- 
tricts off the Chaffey campus to 
take care of ninth grade pupils. 

If growth continues, the entire 
plant could be turned over either 
to the high school or the college, 
to fulfill educational needs for the 
next 50 yeffrs. He said the plant 
should never become obsolescent. 

Mr, Spring said it is unlikely 
that he or any of the present 
school directors will actually carry 
the plans to completion but that 
it is well for the school direct- 
ors to have a long-time plan their 
successors can foUoM, through if 
they should desiré” :

On or before 
V-J Day, the Kaiser company pro- 
poses to finance the needed cap- 
ital from such sources and in such 
a manner as any corporation, in- 
cluding the United States Steel 
corporation, acquires its financial 
strength, and it will quite possibly 
include shipbuilding and repairs in

Price Explains 
Vet Education 
Bill fo Trustees 


Legislation has been introduced 
; in the assembly at Sacramento to 
| enable Chaffey and other high 
| schools to deal directly by con- 
| tract with the federal government 
| to educate returning war veterans, 
| Assemblyman R. Fred Price of 
Upland told the school trustees at 
their meeting Tuesday evening. 

Other legislation has been in- 
| troduced to equalize state aid to 
| junior colleges and to permit the 
| Chaffey trustees to sell the high 
| school ‘building at Fontana to the 
Fontana district on installment 
payments. 

GHANGES SUGGESTED 

Mr. Price declared he has intro- 
duced a bill providing that stu- 
dents in classes sponsored by the 
federal government and supported 
| by federal funds can be enrolled 
in high schools and that the 
| schools ‘will receive state funds 





bmsed on javerage jdaily attend- 
| ance. 
After discussing the proposed 


| law swith the Chaffey school trus- 
tees, he volunteered to make two 
changes to the measure. 

; One change will permit the 
| school to receive state help if the 
| federal government provides only 
part of the cost. Gardiner W. 
Spring, superintendent of Chaffey 
schools, remarked that the United 
States government pays part of 
the cost of agricultural instruc- 
; tion. 

The secon@ change would state 
specifically that the high schoo! 
| is empowered to enter into a con- 
| tract with the federal government. 

Under the present law, the gov- 
ernment deals with the schools. 

COLLEGE EQUALIZATION 
| Several months ago Mr. Spring 
told the school directors that 
| state colleges supported by the 
state are in reality local colleges 
because their enrollment is com- 
posed largely of students residing 
|in the immediate vicinity. Chaf- 
fey college, on the other hand, is 
discriminated against because the 
| tax burden falls heavily on dis- 
| trict taxpayers. 

Mr. Price mentioned that that 
condition will be changed if a bill 
now pending is enacted and state 
support to state colleges and local 
colleges will ‘be equalized. 

He said a bill has been intro- 
duced to enable high school dis- 
tricts to set up and control stu- 
| dent funds. Chaffey operates a 
| student book store and has ac- 
cumulated $35,000 in war bonds to 


student union building. But, un- 
| der present law, the directors do 
| not have full authority to control 
| trust funds.

Free Circular for New 
Farmers Prepared by 
University of Calif. 


Seeking to be of service to new. 
comers to the land in California, 
and to returning servicemen and 
workers in war industry thinking 
| of farming after the war, the Ag- 
| ricultural Experiment station of 
the University of California has 
published a new circular, Farming 
in California for the Newcomer. 

The new publication deals with 
the many questions of interest to 
persons entering farming in Cali- 
fornia for the first time. It divides 
the state into major agricultural 
and climatic regions and deals 
with each of them, discussing 
crops grown in these regions, land 
available, and agricultural prac- 
tices. Among subtopics handled in 
the publication are size of farm 
business, farm labor, leasing, buy- 
ing a farm. The text material is 
supplemented by charts.
